'So went Satan forth from the presence of

Of the arguments used, the following may 
crvc as specimens: ' '.Remembering our 
ext,"jhc says. l lt shall not ..scruple to call 
hat a diabolical operation which usurps nn 
authority founded neither in tho laws of ua- 
uro nor religion: which tends in this case to 
anticipate and baiii.sh Providence out of the 
world, and promote the incrcas-e of vice and 
mmorality."

ervcs that "thfi good of mankind, the seeh- 
ng whereof in one of the fundamental laws 
>f nature, is. I know, pleaded in defence of 
he practice; but I am ut IO. 
L;S to find or \in- 


.erstmid how that 1ms been or can be pro-

'reservation of life, it is, in the first place, a 
onsideration whether life be good or not."

ml over yearly, Hon. Mnrtin Magiunis of 
Ion tana; has a talo to unfold which will ex- 
lam why the deficiencies in this depart- 
ment arc so frequent, and formidable. 
He 


luims to have personal knowledge'of in- 
enious operations on tho part of our Indian 
gents which might afford valuable sug- 
estions tu even the leading menibora of tho 
'hiladclphia King. 
Thus it is their habit to 


ispcuso one barrel of sugar and obtain re- 
eipts for ten barrels, and when they give. 
:ie ward;; of government one sack of flour 
icy e^act receipts for fifty. This is turning 
loir capital to oven better account than was 
one in tho case of the loaves and fishes of 
Id. but their economy is more remarkably 
liown by the method in which they meet 
.10 demands of tho cattle market. Thus, 
iven a drove of three hundred cattlo, the 
gent marches it four times through a corral 
nd by an easy system of multiplication, 
inkes it twelve hundred when he gets 
i rough, so fnr as taking a receipt is con- 
enicd. Ho gives ft portion to the Indians, 
ells another portion to white men and steals 


many back as opportunity allows. 


IMITATION OF 'MARBLE.—Imitations of mar- 
lo are in great demand for ornamentation, 
ud many different compounds are used for 
lie purpose. Mr. Pichier, a gilder in Vion- 
a, from his own experience, recommends 
:ie following composition as being simple 
nd satisfactory: Into one pound of best 
oiner's glue boiled rather thick, half pound 
f rosin (eolophoniuni) is to be slowly stir- 
ed. (Instead of the rosin the same quauli- 
y of Venetian turpentine, may be used.) 
nto .this plastic mass is worked a mixture 
f powdered chalk and of any mineral color 
if the desired shade, and after the addition 
'f a little oliVe oil it is ready for moulding, 
t is sometimes convenient to havo the nin- 
erial in the fibiipe of thin .sheets (o be cut 
s required, and in this case the mass is 
oiled out upon ft slightly-heated pinto, 
lr. Picliler asserts that this composition 
nnlcns rapidly and can be easily polished. 
Vhcn kept for a length of time it should 
e wrapped in a moist .sheet, and exposed 
0 gentle- heat before using. The varicgat- 
jd marble-like veins can also bo produced 
y kneading together

the manufacturer can not make it up with, 
out charging exorbitantly for his goods. 
This cuts him off from all foreign trade, nu<! 
largely from the domestic trade, beeausu 
Europe, which gets its wool cheap,can make 
doth aud sell it in our markets, after pay- 
ing a duty of 45 cents a pound aud 31i per 
cent, iid valorem, so as to compote with 
our manufacturers.

Ifeuco an agricultural education is more than 
a collogiftte education; nioio than can bo 
obtained from books, liiborntories, lectures, 
and study, 
liven though ouo lias boon 


through all Umso 
thoroughly uuil uudur- 


fitaudingly, ho is not an educated fimnor. 
Ho may be u scientific farmer, but he will 
lack the practice. 
Though ho may have 


loarued tho use- of farming tools and all tho 
handiwork imictiscd in farming, yet ho will 
not be a practical f armor. 
On the other 


hand, he may be a practical fanner, but if 
ho lucks tho science of his profession 
he 


will-not be nn educated fanner, 
A truly 


educated farmer is one who combines an 
educated bead With nn educated hand. 
It 


in too often tho ease that farmers nnd 
tradesmen havo 
only educated 
hands. 


Their 
heads 
are not 
educated. 
How 


much uioro successful nuil 
useful 
they 


would be if they possessed educated heads. 
To cultivate both the head and the hand re- 
quires two kinds of education—one for study 
and tho other for practice. Tho m^re they 
can be combined the better. But ns agri- 
cultural colleges are- not plenty, scientific 
practical farmers could in a measure sup- 
ply their places by taking young men and 
giving them a good practical education 
based upon scientific principles. Two or 
three years with a scientific and practical 
farmer with books, papers, and instructions, 
would be a permanent benefit to a young 
dan ambitious to be a true farmer. 
Wo 


- have a few truly scientific farmers in our 
country. Let them offer to take young men 
upon fair terms and givo them n course of 
Inatruution both scientific and practical, and 
let it bo long enough and thorough enough 
to make them good farmers, and it seems to 
us they would soon havo pupils. Our cities 
and towns are full of young men who should 
embrace such opportunities, and scores of 
fanners have sous who sadly need auch 
tutelage. 
Such a practice could not fail to 


elevate agriculture and place the farmer in 
a position above that of a mere "hewer of 
wood and drawer of water."—[Coleman's 
Bural.

These 
are names which occur to me whMe writing 
rapidly. 
If I took time to reflect I should

is needless. It is enough to suggest a truth 
so obvious. It can require no accumulation 
of evidence to shew, what all men's experi- 
ence proves, that the faculty of expressing 
one's self well in vmtlcu language is by no 
means peculiar to those who earn their living
